The survey is the foundation for the court’s strategic plan, which is being updated
according to incoming Presiding Judge, Robert D Foiles. According to Judge Foiles, the
court is in the process of also setting up meetings throughout January and February to

obtain further feedback.

The original court strategic plan, developed in 1999, led the court to develop improved
Services for jurors, an online Help Center, EZLegalFile, Community Law Night and Court
